The first woman to be honored with an important and rather 
delicate mission abroad, Mrs. Norman de R.Whitehouse, enter- 
ed Switzerland last year to get the truth about America into 
Germany.

The prejudice 
for secrecy on the part of old diplomatic officials, the red tape 
of our State department, and the anachronisms of the service 
combined to enmesh her till, powerless and desperate, she rushed 
back to America.

The Threatened Printing Strike 


HE publishing trade of New York City 
‘i in a most sober mood, and with 

great good reason. It has probably 
never faced a trade crisis that was of 
more serious import and of more fundamental 
importance. The book-trade, after the tean 
and puzzling war years, has been looking 
forward to a fall of unusual business and tu 
a real revival of publishing. All signs, both 
as to the material offered for publication and 
the strength of the demand, have indicatea 
that the season would be one to look for- 
ward to. 

lf in the face of these hopeful prospects 
the book publishers now show their intention 
of standing as a united body against the 
extraordinary demands of the printers’ and 
binders’ unions, it indicates how serious they 
feel the menace to be. If these publishers did 
not feel that the demands being made by the 
printing and binding unions in the shops of 
the city were such as would jeopardize the 
whole future of book publishing at this cen- 
ter, they could hardly have presented so 
united a front as they have. 

Every labor crisis in the country presents 
its own individual characteristics; but it can 
he said and should be said that in the impor- 
tant meetings of the publishers held this 
week there have been no expressions of bitter- 
ness against labor in general, no hard words 
against unions as unions, and nothing that 
would show that the publishers intended to 
hack up any fight that meant merely keep- 
ing all profits in a few hands. The issue 
seemed clear to all: That the New York 
unions in calling a strike that has not had 
the approval of the International Typograph- 
ical Union and in making demands that have 
no relation to the increased cost of living 
r to possible profits that exist in the print- 
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ing business, have taken a stand that is not 
only a menace to publishing in this country, 
but a stand that will sooner or later bring 
disaster to the as disaster 
to the book publishing trade. 

At a meeting of the book publishers on 
Tuesday, the 16th, at the Waldorf Hotel, 
perhaps the most largely attended meeting of 
book publishers that has been held in the city 
for years, a firm resolution was adopted after 
a full and careful consideration—and adopted 
with practical unanimity—announcing that 
the book publishers ask that their printers 
take a firm stand against the extreme de- 
mands made, even to the point of closing 
down business when the strike begins. 

At a meeting on the following day at the 
Hotel Astor at which the employing book- 
binders and the book publishers met, a simi- 
lar resolution was passed unanimously, 
showing that the publishers were absolutely 
resolved to help in any contest to keep prices 
within reason. 

The demand of the unions affects printing 
conditions at three points: as to hours, 
wages, overtime and shop regulations. The 
present scale calls for a 48 hour week. The 
demand is for a 44 hour week. The Inter- 
national Typographical Union, of which the 
Local Union is a member, has gone on 
record as asking for a 44 hour week in 1921 
—that is, at a time after the great pressure 
for catching up with production is over. 
The publishers take the same point of view 
as the International Union, and expect the 
44 hour week to be the logical thing when 
the present world needs of production are 
past. The local union does not care to abide 
by its national organization. 

On the point of wages, the printers in the 
compositors, 


unions, as well 


three principal classifications, 
linotypers and pressmen, ask for $50 a week, 
against the present minimum of $36. The 
employing printers point out that not only 
would sich a radical increase be disastrous 
to New York as a printing center, but it has 
no relation to the increases in the cost of 
living. The government has been commonly 
using figures that show that living has in- 
creased 79 per cent since 1914. If the print- 
ers received that full increase, they would be 
getting $5 more than at present, as $23 was 
the wage in 1914. This, the employing print- 
ers and the publishers who use the work 
and who pay for the work are willing to 


grant. 
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On the third point, that of handling of 
overtime, the conditions asked are particu- 
larly onerous, and we print on another page 
a comparison between the new agreement 
among English printers and that asked for 
in New York. The London unions are con- 
sidered aggressive in asking the best for 
the trade as they see it. The comparison 
shows what basis New York would be on 
as compared to London, a very direct com- 
petitor of our own houses. 

The book binders place their demands on 
a par with the printers, but as they are now 
getting only $31.50 on an average, the in- 
crease to $50 would be even more onerous. 
The attitude of the publishers in standing 
back of the employing binders is the same 
as with the printing situation. Any increase 
that would be in accordance with the gov- 
ernment figures might be borne, and in some 
way passed to the consumer, but the full 
increase would simply have a _ disastrous 
effect on the whole industry. At this point 
they have resolved to stand, and if a com- 
promise is not reached, book production in 
New York is to cease on October Ist. That 
they would be justified in such stand, on 
account of the tremendous effect such in- 
creases would have on book distribution in 
America, is borne out by all estimates of the 
increase in costs; and not only would New 
York become keenly hampered in interna- 
tional business in which she is just begin- 
ning to take a real part, but it would also 
act as a very real discrimination against 
New York as a publishing center in this 
country. 

Union men who insist on putting New 
York on a 44 hour basis while the other 
cities are not demanding it for eighteen 
months, are asking that the business houses 
with which they are connected be placed 
under a very real handicap; and when they 
ask for an increase of the minimum of $36 
to $50 they can figure as well as the pub- 
lisher that this, together with the shop re- 
strictions and overtime changes, means about 
a 60 per cent increase in the cost of print- 
ing which, added to the proposed increases 
in the cost of binding (which has already 
nearly doubled in the last two years), makes 
the future of the book-trade sombre indeed 
if these conditions are carried thru. 

As has been said above, this resolute stand 
has been adopted without any expression 
of bitterness against labor or any hard 





feelings against unions, but it has 
decided soberly as the only stand that could 
possibly be taken, considering the condi- 
tions that such demands place upon the New 
York book-trade. Distribution is on th: 
eve of a better era, schools are waiting

English print 
ers, to be sure, have received marked increas 
during the war; in fact, they now receiv 
about 50% of the wages paid in New Y

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AS OTHERS SEE US 
The Spanish Book in America 


The following article, relative to the growing activities of United States’ publishers 
in building up South American trade, appeared im a July issue of “Bibliografia Espanola,” 
the organ of the Spanish book-trade; tt 1s interesting to us for the light which st throws 
upon the embittered attitude with which these foreigners regard our expansion and for the 
ideas it suggests for thwarting further development in Latin America, 


Some time ago an article appeared sug- 
vesting that the editors, authors, and patri- 
otic capitalists interested in the diffusion of 
the Spanish culture, make a financial confed- 
eracy to provide for the better distribution 
of the Spanish book in the countries of 
America speaking our language. 

To do this, it would be necessary to or- 
ganize a joint stock company with a mini- 
mum capital of five million pesetas, obtaining 
from the national treasury a security of 5 
to 6 per cent on the capital, so that this fiscal 
security could respond to a dividend of the 
same 5 or 6 per cent for the shares, in the 
absurd case that the corporation could not 
get a profit exceeding the interest guaran- 
teed by the public treasury. 

The Spanish book is seriously threatened 
by the publishers of the United States. The 
United States is going to provide Spanish 
America with literature, taking advantage of 
the fact that the native publishers have neg- 
lected to defend their private interests as 
well as the general interest of the nation by 
financial consolidation. 

The Yankee avalanche has begun already. 
The Ambassador of Chile recently made a 
speech in the White House concerning this 
important matter. Examples of the editions 
of American literature translated into Span- 
ish can already be seen in the bookstores. 

Our novelists are quickly going to give place 
to the rough narrators of Americanism. Our 
publications of all kinds, from the children’s 
story to the chemistry treatise, will be re- 
placed by the North American editorial in- 
vasion,

Thru the book, tediously disseminated over 
the reading world, Americanism will be in- 
troduced into the Spanish-American minds. 
And when the Americans have succeeded in 
this campaign, so that the South American 
people are thinking in harmony with the in- 
jected doctrines, the moral, material, and po- 
litical victory of the United States over these 
countries will be inevitable. 

Spain, the founder of these noble nations, 
which were made with her blood and which 
are the soul of her own soul, will see very 
the end of her spiritual empire, just 

saw the downfall of her colonial em- 
pire of a century ago, thanks to England, 
France, and the United States, who brought 
it about. 

The North American literary invasion was 
initiated some time ago. It began duri: 
the sad days of the great war, in the pages 
of the press of great circulation. The United 
States imposed a literary intervention on the 
big newspapers. Since then the most im- 
portant dailies of South America reserve every 
day a great deal of their columns for the 
insertion of information reflecting Yankee 
principles and ideals. This continuously 
spreading campaign embraces all walks of in- 
tellectual endeavor. 

in this way Americanism will be assiduously, 
easily, and imperturbably introduced in the 
popular judgment. The public will gradu- 
ally consume the poisonous dose intelligently 
served by writers paid for by the offices of 
propaganda with headquarters at the ministry 
of Foreign Relations. 

From the press, definitively Americanized, 
to the captivation of the book market, there 
is but a short distance. 

Yet we can still prevent our expulsion 
from American bookdom. Let us, Spaniards, 
organize a company with a capital of five or 
ten million pesetas in order to establish in 
every big South American city general dis- 
tributing bookstores which will provide every 
village, town and city in these countries with 
Spanish literature. 

These well organized distributing book- 
stores at Buenos Aires, Santiago de Chile, 
Lima. Montevideo, México, Bogota, Caracas, 
etc., will spread our editorial products thru- 
out America, making known our poets, our 
our mathematicians, moralists, sci- 
entists, etc. And without stipulating copy- 
rights for the protection of intellectual prop- 
erty, the establishment of these bookstores 


soon

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will end the plunder of those thriving pub- 
lishers who reprint our books without the 
previous or posterior consent of the injured 
author. For the bookstores, inasmuch as they 
will monopolize the literary market in that 
part of the world, will prevent the circulation 
of the fraudulent editions. 

If the literate population of Spanish Amer- 
ica is estimated at about 30 millions, one 
could count on at least one copy being sold 
yearly to each one. All depends, decidedly, 
upon the publicity system which is adopted. 
To continue the reckoning—if each copy sold 
represents a cash value of two pesctas, then 
the total sale will aggregate 60 million pesetas. 
In endeavoring to sell the book at the lowest 
possible price, in discordance with the prices 
of now-a-days, which assigns to a copy a 
selling price of 2 pesectas with a discount of 
20 per cent, an alienation value of 4 pesetas, 
at least, we will have to put more copies in 
the market. 

Yet supposing that from these 30 millions 
of literate persons only one-third of them 
buy books, it will result in 10 million copies 
being sold, which at the average price of 2 
pesetas will make 20 million pesetas. Let us 
suppose for a moment that this total gives 
us a net profit of 10 per cent, then we will 
come to the compelling conclusion of mak- 
ing two million pesetas. 

If the capital of the book company is Io 
millions, this means that its shares will re- 
ceive a sure dividend of 20 per cent, which 
is a very valuable income. 


Author Gossip 


Mrs. Marguerite Wilkinson, whose “New 
Voices” has proved to be one of the successful 
fall books, was born in Halifax, tho most of 
her life has been spent in this country.

A Notable Effort in Co-operative 
Advertising 


One of the most interesting efforts that has 
been launched in the advertising field was 
the plan carried out so successfully last y: 
by the Greeting Card Association, a group 
of thirty-one manufacturers who decided 
that individual advertising would not bring 
the same results as co-operative advertising 
They met and joined in the fall of 1918 
carrying on a large and forceful publicity 
campaign in national mediums. The result 
as reported in their sales, and in the coun- 
try’s clean-up on greeting cards showed that 
they were at work along the right lines, 
Their plans were based on experiences whic! 
showed them how difficult it was to advertise 
a particular line of cards. The retailer sel- 
dom shows them separately, nor does thé 
customer become sufficiently interested 
one particular card to search for it in a larg 
assorted stock. It was a foregone con 
clusion that the Association would plan some- 
thing of the kind again, and in July they 
issued an announcement to the retail trade 
showing what was on the way and also ask- 
ing for a supplementary financial support 
from the retailers. 

Their advertising plan calls for an e 
penditure of about $45,000 and is to includ 
colored pages in the Ladies’ Home Journal 
and Pictorial Review, which cost $9000 and 
$8250 respectively. Also large space in suc! 
national mediums as Collier's, Literary D 
gest, Good Housekeeping and many oth 
magazines. 

The retailers can judge the effectiveness ot 
this campaign from last year’s experienc: 
and are asked to come in on a basis of $20 
for larger dealers and $10 for smaller, this 
as compared to the manufacturers contribu 
tions which run from $5000 down to $500 

All of the retailers’ contributions will 


expended on extra space, none of it being 


used for organization or promoting expenses 
The slogan of the campaign is “Fvet 
shoulder to the wheel” and the best talent 
in the advertising field is at work findins 
the best way to put over to one hundred 
million people the great greeting card idea 
A large number of the American hook- 
sellers are dealers in greeting cards, and 
are able to directly judge the value of this 
co-operative work, and it may be the means 
of bringing concrete suggestions based or 
practical experience into the councils of th 
book-trades. |

It would seem to the book-trade that it 1s a 
favorable sign for bookselling interests, when 
the advent of a new bookstore to a city brings 
forth editorial comment in its leading weekly. 
Says Mr. Reedy in the last number of he 
Mirror: 

“New York is going to see to it th 
Louis has an up-to-date bookstore. Double- 
day, Page and Co., publishers, are to open 
one in the new Arcade building. It will be 
a book shop and that only. It will sell not 
only books published by Doubleday, Page and 
Co., but books by any and all publishers. The 
only places you can buy books now in St. 
Louis are at the department stores. Those 
stores have good book departments. At them 
you can get any book you go for. But that 
isn’t all there is to a bookstore. A bookstore 
should be so conducted as to make people buy 
more books. This can be done by advertising 
in the right way. But the book shop should 
be in charge of a man who knows and loves 
books, a man who doesn’t regard books as 
commodities bought for such a price to be 
sold at another price netting a profit. The 
book shop owner and his clerks should so 
know and care for books that they must be 
anxious to have other people share their joy 
in the books, not merely to have people buy 
them. A book lover running a book shop can 
sell five books where the mere mercantilist 
can sell one. A good book salesman can make 
you want a book so badly you can’t help buy- 
ing it. There’s mighty little book-salesman- 
ship these days. You go into a bookstore 
and look around and if you don’t see what 
you want and ask for it, nobody psychologizes 
you and brings to your attention books you'd 
want if you saw them. Doubleday, Page and 
Co. are going to sell books in the way people 
who care for books can sell them. They 
won't ‘shanghai’ you into buying books as 
book agents do. They will have the book you 
want and they will have for you the book 
you didn’t know you wanted until they tell 
you about it. Their manager and clerks will 
know how to talk about the insides of books. 
There are some such people in the book sec- 
tions of our department stores. There should 
be more. There has long been need of a St 
Louis bookstore in which book lovers can 
loaf and meet their kind, as did the “Saints 
and Sinners” at McClurg’s in the days of 
Eugene Field and Dr. Frank Gunsaulus and 
Melville Stone and others in Chicago in the 
eighties and nineties. There would be quite 
a gang at such a place: Fred Lehmann, George 
J. Tansey, John H. Gundlach, Charles P. 
Senter, Will Papin, Father Wilbur. Otto 
Heller, Ernest R. Kroeger, Tom Macauley 
of the U. S. treasurer's office, Charles F.

At frequent intervals The Book Shop, in 
Chicago, notifies its customers of the arrival 
of new books in which they are likely to be 
interested. 

On the first page of the leaflet, says System, 
in the center, “Mr. Hayes” appears in long- 
hand after the printed “Memorandum to.” 
The shop’s trade-mark, name and address ap- 
pear in the upper left-hand corner. On the 
inside pages the titles are written in long- 
hand. Sales have increased appreciably since 
this leaflet has been used. 


Whose Store Was This? 


At the September convention of the New 
York Library Association one of the speak- 
ers, who had been connected with the library 
war work, told, as an anecdote, that an in- 
quirer at one of the eastern bookstores wanted 
to verify a quotation from “The Haunted 
Bookshop” by Christopher Morley, a quota- 
tion that she wished to use in publicity work. 
The salesman in the book department said 
that she did not recognize the title of the 
book, and, after ascertaining from the in- 
quirer that it was fiction, she searched for 
the work under the alphabetically arranged 
fiction. Not being then able to produce it, 
she inquired politely, “As we seem to be out 
of that book, would not this fine new story 
by Harold Bell Wright answer instead?” 


Next to Fiction in Sales 


Writing home to The Sphere of his Amer- 
ican observations on the book-trade, Mr. 
Clement K. Shorter says: 

“In one corner of every bookshop in the 
United States and Canada—and it is now a 
very substantial corner—you will find a great 
variety of books which go under the general 
heading of the ‘Spook department.’ The pas- 
sion in the United States and Canada for all 
that Sir Oliver Lodge and Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle stand for is enormous. There seem to 
be scores of books dealing with psychical re- 
search. planchette nonsense, and_ kindred 
topics.”
